We  have  an  opportunity  in  the  courses 
in  clothing  for  developing  flairs  for  Fifth 
Avenue  creations. 

Ours  is  a  chance  to  apply  here  what 
knowledge  we  absorb  in  clothing,  textiles, 
garment  construction,  costume  design, 
and  tailoring  with  the  result  that  some 
students  design  and  sew  wearing  apparel 
of  their  own  creation. 

In  crafts  we  learn  some  of  the  rudiments 
of  metallurgy  and  design,  and  also  make 
jewelry.  Some  of  us  become  so  interested 
in  this  work  that  we  intend  to  specialize 
in  it  after  graduation. 

Students  are  given  an  excellent  back- 
ground in  dealing  with  the  people  with 
whom  they  are  likely  to  come  in  contact. 


We  go  into  the  department  stores  and 
learn  how  things  are  really  done.  We  learn 
the  ropes — the  hard  way. 

All  students  in  the  merchandising 
course  are  requested  to  work  during  the 
vacation  weeks  preceding  Christmas  and 
for  a  specified  number  of  Saturdays  during 
the  fall  and  spring  terms.  We  learn  about 
purchasing  stock,  fixing  its  prices,  and 
advertising  and  displaying  this  stock. 
Those  of  us  who  live  in  the  Boston  area  are 
employed  in  Boston  stores.  Others  work 
during  vacation  in  department  stores  in 
their  own  communities. 

Selling  handbags  in  Stearns'  or  bridal 
gowns  in  Jordan's  can  lead  to  many  enter- 
taining and  hilarious  adventures,  as  every 
merchandiser  has  discovered.  Nobody  is 
surprised  when  these  girls  say,  "See  you 
on  Fifth  Avenue,"  for  in  truth,  retailing 
is  their  career. 
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DEPARTMENT  OF  SECRETARIAL 

SCIENCE 


"Budgets,  budgets,  and  more  budgets!" 
This  has  been  the  cry  of  all  secretarial 
students  from  time  immemorial. 

Many  hours  of  practice  are  put  into 
deciphering  the  hieroglyphics  of  short- 
hand, with  rewards  coming  when  we  find 
ourselves  taking  notes  in  this  strange 
new  script  for  entirely  unrelated  courses. 
Many  are  the  uses  we  find  for  our  newly 
acquired  talent,  and  many  are  the  hours 
of  study  it  has  cost  us. 

Typing  is  another  new  skill  which  will 
always  stand  us  in  good  stead.

In  our  budgets,  for 
example,   sample   pieces   of  professional

ECONOMICS 


The  Department  of"  Home  Economics 
offers  a  major  either  in  foods  or  in  cloth- 
ing. Instruction  in  the  former  aims  to 
develop  potential  dietitians  for  work  in 
large  institutions,  and  in  private  homes. 

During  practice  period  we  actually  take 
over  the  management  of  Blaisdell  House. 
Here,  in  order  that  we  may  really  apply 
what  we  have  learned,  each  student  takes 
her  turn  at  various  positions:  as  hostess, 
waitress,  housekeeper  or  cook. 

We  who  chose  clothing  as  our  major 
find  it  both  worthwhile  and  interesting, 
for  during  our  two  years  of  instruction 
we  receive  a  thorough  knowledge  of 
cotton,  silk  and  wool  fabrics;  we  learn  how 
to  make  clothes  which  are  suited  to  our 


own  individual  personalities,  and  how  to 
design  original  patterns. 

During  our  first  year  of  study,  most 
of  our  efforts  are  directed  towards  mastery 
of  cotton  fabrics  and  to  an  analysis  of  the 
basic  patterns  in  clothes.  In  addition,  we 
receive  instruction  in  hand  sewing,  as 
well  as  in  the  use  of  the  sewing  machine. 

Greater  emphasis  in  placed  on  silk  and 
woolen  materials  during  our  second  year 
of  instruction.  At  this  time  we  are  taught 
the  most  important  aspects  of  tailoring 
and  are  given  an  even  more  intensive  study 
of  individual  patterns  and  the  construc- 
tion of  garments. 

An  exhibition  of  work  accomplished  is 
held  each  spring.

With  "Service  to  our  campus,  our 
community  and  to  the  world"  as  its  aim, 
a  new  organization,  the  Campus  and 
Community  Association,  was  formed  at 
Lasell  this  year. 

The  association  consists  of  three  di- 
visions. Most  active  of  these,  and  first  to 
be  launched,  is  the  International  Relations 
group  to  which  Gloria  Boyd  and  Norma 
Badger  were  elected  as  co-chairmen  and 
which  they  represent  on  the  L.  C.  C.  A. 
Cabinet.  This  club  has  enjoyed  many  a 
constructive  discussion  of  international 
issues  and  the  problems  of  a  post-war 
world.  Among  its  other  activities,  the 
group  spent  an  evening  at  the  Boston 
Y.W.C.A.  listening  to  a  speaker  whose 
topic  was  Concentration  Camps. 

The  Community  Service  branch,  repre- 
sented by  Sue  Slocum  and  Betty  Bagnell, 
supervises  the  activities  of  any  students 
who  wish  to  offer  service  to  the  Red  Cross 
as  hospital  aides,  blood  donors,  clerical 
workers  and  local  Girl  Scout  Leaders. 


Meanwhile,  the  Campus  or  Barn  Com- 
mittee renders  service  right  here  at  Lasell, 
and  its  members,  by  shoveling  snow, 
collecting  newspapers  and  acting  as  nurses' 
aides  at  the  Infirmary,  help  to  alleviate  the 
labor  shortage.  Under  Jane  Barringer  and 
Phil  Hefler  this  unit  functions  very  well. 
A  marvelous  spirit  of  cooperation  has  been 
shown  among  students  who  have  volun- 
teered assistance  in  keeping  the  Barn  tidy. 

On  various  occasions  groups  of  girls 
from  the  entire  L.  C.  C.  A.  have  served  at 
the  Boston  Y.W.C.A.  "Lasell  night  at  the 
Y"  found  forty  of  our  girls  acting  as  hos- 
tesses in  games,  singing  and  dancing.

As  art  editor  for  the  past  year,  Ibby 
Knox  has  created  the  covers  for  the  1943- 
44  issues  of  the  Leaves. 

After  all  contributions  are  in,  the  whole 
procedure  of  organizing  the  material  and 
plotting  the  magazine  is  handled  by  staff 
members.  Copy  must  first  be  submitted 
to  the  printer  for  proof-reading,  after 
which  it  is  returned,  and  the  task  of  setting 
up  the  "dummy"  is  begun.  In  "dummy" 
form  it  is  returned  to  the  printer  and  page 
proofs  are  sent  out.
